—The gmtf of as impressive ar­ 
ray of fighting ships roared out 
a salutation to President Hoov­ 
er this morning as he arrived 
here aboard the Baitiesliip Ar­ 
kansas to participate in the 
150th anniversary of America’s 
victory in the revolution. 
Aginst this grey back ground of 
naval armament, stretched five miles 
down the channel, Mr. Hoover re­ 
ceived, before landing, a group of 
distinguished Frenchmen designated 
as special ambassadors to the York­ 
town celebration. 
Leading these 
guests of the nation was Marshall 
Henri Petain, known to the veterans 
of the world as the “$avk>ur of Ver­ 
dun." ' 
Tremendous Ovation 
Two hours were required for the 
welcoming ceremonies aboard ship. 
They started when the Arkansas 
first reached the mouth of the York 
river 
and 
passed 
the 
Flagship 
Augusta, at the head of the scout­ 
ing fleet, and continued until the 
presidential transport finally came 
to anchor alongside the famous old 
frigate constitution. 
At a signal from Vice-Admiral W. 
L. Willard, on the bridge of the 
Augsta, the battleships, cruisers and 
destroyers in the long receiving line 
let go a continuous salvo of three 
pounders as the president cruised 
slowly to his berth in the harbor, 
Mr. Hoover was scheduled to de­ 
liver the principal address at the 
Yorktown battlefield, and later re­ 
view a gigantic pageant portraying 
the surrender of Lord 
Cornwall’s

The re port covered activities from 
August 1930 to June 30, 1931, the 
last of the fiscal year of 1931. Dur­ 
ing this time, according 
to

Fieser s records, Pennsylvania con­ 
tributed the sum of $1.014,327.48 to 
the Red Cross drought relief fund. 
In addition to this actual cash, the 
State donated clothing valued 
at

be permitted to kill one deer. 
A party of men boarding at a 
private camp, cabin, or other head­ 
quarters established for the purpose

Edison as that rather carefree fel­ 
low who courted Mr. and Mrs. Lewis 
Miller’s daughter, Mftia. 
The Millers were prominent in 
Akron. Miller was one erf the main­ 
stays of the city in its earlier days, 
as operator of the Buckeye Mower 
& Reaper Works. The Miller home 
was a large mansion, with spacious 
rolling lawn, great spreading trees 
and had an iron dog in the front! 
yard. 
Edison was 39 then and getting I 
his stride as an inventive genius He 
was happy, taking life as it came, 
and not in the least considering the 
potentialities his inventions seemed 
destined to offer. 
Children were great favorites of 
his. 
People admired him for his 
aggressiveness, and looked on inter­ 
estedly as the Edison courtship pro­ 
gressed. 
Wed on Bright, New Carpet 
John Unangst, driver of the car­ 
riage in which "Tom and Mina" 
went for a ride on their honeymoon, 
would often recount the events of 
iheir wedding day. 
The ceremony was performed on 
a bright new carpet spread over the 
lawn at the Miller home, beneath a 
huge bell of roses suggesting a can­ 
opy. 
Hundreds had come from far 
and near. There was an orchestra. 
The ceremony was performed at 
three p, m. 
After the ceremony there was a 
wedding feast. Edison was unusual­ 
ly happy that day. 
He often visited Akron. 
One of 
\ his favorite hobbies was to go with 
the Miller boys to the basement of 
their home and rig up systems of 
electric bells—strange, intricate de­ 
vices that wouid do magic things as 
the inventor pushed a button here 
%nd there. 
In those days when the telephone 
was a new» contrivance Edison re­ 
ceived a big thrill when telephon­ 
ing Miller at the Buckeye reaper 
plant. 
Liked to Attend Church 
He liked to attend the old First 
Methodist 
church, 
and 
in 
later 
years whenever he went there on his 
visits to the city, seats were at a 
premium. 
So far as records dtedoee. the in­ 
ventor’s last visit to Akron was in 
the summer of 1912, when one of 
his sisters-in-law was married. 
Miss Miller first met her inventor 
husband in New York City after 
her return from a visit in Europe.
